In the habeas corpus trial Tuesday 
afternoon before Judge Allison the 
defendant, J. K. Berry, was set at 
liberty by order of the court.

A reward of $50 was paid

relatives. The charge, it was claimed 
was made by the wife and daughter of 
Mr. B erry, who are now residing in 
Jim W ells county. 
D uring the trial 
of the case it developed that when 
Mr. Berry left his wife he carried 
away his 5-year-old daughter 
and 
has her with* him now. 
It was the 
opinion of the court th at the warrant 
against Berry was not well substanti­ 
ated, that the papers had not gone 
through the proper channels of the 
Jim W eils county court, and that 
from all the evidence the insanity al­ 
legation was merely a subterfuge the 
m an’s wife had emoloved to have Ber­ 
ry brought back to Jim W ells county 
so she could gain possession of the 
child.
